WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
Secretary of the Air Force Fin- 
letter said last night the United 
States needs more air bases so 
its planes won’t be concentrated 
in large numbers as they are now. 

Finletter said also that the 
now-authorized 143-wing Air 


Force will have to be enlarged in 
the future. 

He said that “about 92 wings 
are now in being” and for the 
present a 143-wing air force “is 
about right.” Interviewed on the 
television show ‘Meet the Press,” 
Finletter did not indicate when 
he thought a larger air force 
would be required. He said: 
“The péint is that things are 
changing extremely rapidly. Be- 
cause of the development of 
atomic power, extraordinary prog- 
ress in electronics and jet engines 
and-the like, that figure is cer- 
tainly’ going ‘to change.” 
Finletter did not indicate when 
or where the Air Force might 
seek to build new bases. He said 
the concentration of planes at 
Carswell Air Force Base, Tex., 
was responsible for the damage 
to 106 B-36s by a storm last Sept.

New Lower Budget. 
Finletter said the Air Force has 
prepared a budget for fiscal 1953- 
54, which starts next July 1, that 
is: below the $21,118,361,770 total 
for the current fiscal year. 
Without disclosing the new 
figure, Finletter said it is the 
“tightest” budget the Air Force 
has ever prepared and “must not 
be tampered with” except at the 


expense of sicsenatiea America’ s 
airpower.

Finletter said the Chinese Com- 
minists “could really give us trou- 
ble” in Korea if they are allowed 
to use a new Russian twin jet 
light bomber. 

However, Finletter said, he felt 
that United States airpower would 
be able to meet and defeat these 
planes. On his return recently 
from a tour of the Korean battle- 
front, Finletter said that the 
planes are in Russian hands in 
Asia. 

Finletter said it is difficult to 
compare Russian and United 
States strength. He said “our rate

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The Cox Investigation 

The establishment of charitable or educational 
foundations as a way of avoiding taxes was one 
‘ of the first topics touched on in the hearings of 
the new Cox committee. The case specifically 
discussed was that of Textron, Inc. This had al- 
ready been rather thoroughly aired by Senator 
“Tobey. But some repetition is in order so long 
as loopholes remain to be closed by Congress 

- and the Bureau of Internal Revenue. | 

There are now 32,000 tax-free foundations in 
the United States. Ten years ago there were 
only 12,500. It would be naive to believe that 
this increase represents only a great upsurge of 
philanthropic instincts in the United States and 
that sharp tax lawyers had nothing to do with it: 
Just because wniversities, hospitals, research 
-eenters and other institutions need financial help - 
more than ever, measures are in order against 
those who abuse the tax exemptions granted as 
an encouragement to the meeting of this need. 

But the ending of such abuse is hardly the 
chief purpose of the committee chairmanned by 
Representative Eugene Cox, the Georgia dema- 
gogue. The questioning soon took a different 
line? For example, Dr. Vannevar Bush, the pres- 

“ident of. the Carnegie Institution, was asked 
whether the large foundations were not becom- 
ing socialistic. As a matter of fact, the an- 
-mounced purpose of the investigation is to de- 
termine whether such institutions as the Rock 
feller Foundation, the Carnegie Corporation and 
‘the: Ford Foundation have not been harboring 
and financing subversives. 

That indirect help may have been given to 
persons of doubtful loyalty certainly is within 

the bounds of possibility. If such individuals 
could get into government agencies, they may 
also have succeeded in obtaining fellowships, 
research grants or other help from a foundation. 
Until recently, those in charge of these funds 
probably were more interested in the merits of 
an applicant’s project ‘than in his politics. In 
spite of all good intentions, there can be no 
sheltering or toleration of subversion anywhere. 

Recalling past investigations of colleges and 
universities, however, one cannot help wonder- 
ing if the current hearings may not do unwar- 
ranted damage. There is always among some 
people an unjudicial tendency to doubt all who 
are brought under investigation. And we have 
seen unscrupulous politicians whip up orgies of 
hysteria at the expense of the innocent. 

The great foundations represent the foremost 
contribution of American wealth to the advance- 
ment of science, the conquest of disease, the 
education. of the human mind and the better- 
ment of the human lot, Their good work speaks 
for itself. 

In carrying on its investigation, the’Cox com- 
mittee has a most solemn obligation to adhere 
to the highest standards of procedure, lest it do 
more harm than good. 
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A Lower Defense: Budget 

Reports that the 1953-54 military budget would 
show a sizable reduction from that for the cur- 
rent year were confirmed well in advance of 
the election. Department of Defense officials 
have completed preliminary work on their bud- 
get requests and they feel sure that barring a 
revolutionary upset of the military goals on 
which the budget is based, they will ask for no 
more than 40 billion dollars and perhaps some- 
thing closer to 39 billion. 

That would represent a five billion dollar re- 
duction from the basic defense budget approved 
by Congress for the 1952-53 fiscal year, which 
ends next July. Congress appropriated additional . 
sums for construction of bases and liquidating 
past obligations, and it would presumably do 
the same for next year. But a five-billion-dollar 
cut in the basic budget, representing somewhat 
more than 10 per cent, is not to be sneezed at, 

This budget, according to Pentagon planners, 
would maintain the Army and Navy at present 
levels—20 or 21 divisions and 410 combat ves- — 
sels respectively—and continue building the Air 
Force toward a strength of 143 wings. 

Congress and the new Administration may find 
that still more economies are possible without 
reducing these military goals. But even if they 
do not, the Pentagon’s own appropriations re- 
- quests have gone over the hump, and unless the 
military situation changes may be expected to 
head downward in the future. 
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New Role for Capehart 

It is a little difficult to get used to the idea 
of Senator Capehart of Indiana as a‘ sterling de- 
fender of price. controls. 

Senator Capehart shot the biggest hole of 
them all in the perforated price control law 
under which the country has been living since 
1951—the amendment which permitted manu- 

‘ facturers’ price ceilings to go up With post- 
Korean cost increases, whether profit margins 
warranted it or not. | 

So now, when Senator Capehart roundly de- 
clares that “we can’t afford to be without stand- 
by controls as long.as the Korean war is on,” 
we feel somewhat like a man being fitted for a 
necktie by a friendly hangman. 

When the Senator speaks of standby controls 
he implies, of course, that those controls still 
operative under the present law would be al- 
lowed to expire next April. By that time the de-

not also end them where they are needed. It 
also should make sure that the form of standby 
controls to be set up is one which permits a

There has been, first of all, a worsening of 
French-German relations. The talks between 


‘Schuman and Adenauer on the future of the 


Saar broke down, and the Germans are now 
urging the Saarlanders to boycott the Nov. 30 
elections. Anti-French demonstrations are being 
held in German cities near the Saar border. 
Only yesterday tie bishop of Trier said that | 
Catholics had no moral. obligation to~ vote. 
Strident attempts are being made to interfere 
with the recruiting of Germans for the French 
Foreign Legion. French and German border po- 
lice have clashed. 

Under the circumstances, resurgent French 
nationalism is taking a more and more. anti- 
German line. Confirmation of the European De- 
fense Community agreement, under which Ger- 
mans: would be re-armed, has been shelved by 
the French National Assembly. This is, among 
other things, a slap at the Adenauer Govern- 
ment which has been planning to appeal to the 
German voters in next April’s elections on the 
ground that it had brought a rehabilitated and 
rearmed Germany back: into the West European 
fold. But since Italian parliament also has post- 
poned a vote on the agreement beyond the Ger- 
man election date, Adenauer apparently will 
have little support for his chief claim. 

The political implications of the situation for 
Adenauer may not be a vital concern for Ameri- 
cans, but the incoming Administration must con- 
sider their effect on the NATO program. A re- 
currence of hostility among the chief partners 
in this defense arrangement is anything but re- 
assuring. Even if Walter Lippmann were right in 
saying that our own rearmament and what has 
already been accomplished in Europe have been 
so effective that complete fulfillment of the 
NATO plans may not be necessary, a ‘diminution 
of European harmony must be disquieting. 

Quite obviously, Gen. Eisenhower and his Sec- 
retary of State, John Foster Dulles, will have to 
keep an eye on Europe as well as on Asia. 
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A Simple Safeguard for Health 

Eight to ten thousand people in this city and 
county can be saved from incapacitating illness 
if they find out in time that they have diabetes. 
That is the estimate of the St. Louis Diabetes 
Society. The detection drive of the society now 
in progress (until Nov. 29) seeks no funds from . 
anyone. It only asks that as many people as pos- 
sible take part in a simple test. 

Anyone can go into a drug store and ask for 
the Diabetes Society test kit. It contains a piece 
of filter paper. When the paper has been dipped 
in urine, the accompanying tag has been filled 
out with name and address, and the kit has been 
returned to the drug store, it will be picked up 
and analyzed, free. Those whose tests indicate a 
suspicion of diabetes will be notified by mail. 

With proper treatment, they may live virtually 
normal lives, like many diabetics who are now 
living with their disease under control. 
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A Tough Job.in a Tough Time 

William Green held a tough job in a tough 
time. Being president of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor can never be really easy unless 
a man is resigned to being a nonentity. The 
erganization is a loose grouping of autonomous 
trade unions. It is the individual unions—and 
their leaders—which are strong, rather than the 
federation. They have their rivalries, and they 
So the 
presidency of the federation inevitably calls for 
a man of force, tact and high purpose. 

Mr. Green’s long term as A. F. of L. president 
was made all the more difficult by the withering 
effects of unemployment and depression, and by 
the great schism out of which came the C.LQ. 
As prosperity returned, he saw such great mass 
industries as steel and automobile manufactur- 
ing organized outside his federation. In a way, 
he recognized the need in such industries for a 
new pattern of unionism, a departure from the 
old-lipge craft unions. Yet he and his associates 
found it impossible to bring the old and the 


-new together under one roof. 


Fortunately for both organizations, working 
people prospered in the war-induced boom. 
Washington was friendly. Internal differences 
did not hurt too much. Live and let live. But 
a new administration in Washington is bound to 
‘mean new problems for organized labor. Union 
officials will have to deal with new personalities 
and new attitudes, if not with new legislation. _

new men of its own to deal with the new men in 
Washington.

His lecture was the fourth 
in the Oreon E. Scott symposium, 
part of the university’s centennial 
observance. 

“Modern art and modern sci- 
ence share a sense of adventur- 
ousness, audacity, a sense of open- 
ing something new,” he said. 
“They share the experimental 
method. 

“Beyond that, hewever, the con- 
scious relationship between art 
and science have been on the 
whole superficial and flirtatious. 
There has not been a _ serious 
union. 

“Fernand Leger’s pictures in- 
spired by machines are actually 
most un-machine-like. They are 
less like a Rolls Royce than like 
totem poles from the South Pa- 
cific or Etruscan frescoes painted 
before the Christian era began. 

“Despite the supposed relation- 
ship between surrealism and 
psychoanalysis, neither has really 
understood the other. 

“There has not been a society 
that has not deformed artists and 
scientists. The tragedy of art and 
science in our time is that in each 
truth has been forced to accom- 
modate itself to the most absurd 
and unheard-of requirements. 

“Whereas today's scientist has 
accepted this role, today’s artist 
has rejected it and has been 
~ forced out of society. If the art- 
ist has become the orphan of 
modern society, the scientist and 
scholar are now the teacher’s pet.

2 least six of the schools vot- 
ng. 

Although Michigan State is not 
yet competing in Big 10 football,

The President spoke at the lay- 
ing of the cornerstone of the 
Westminster Presbyterian Church 
in Alexandria, historic Virginia | 
city just across the Potomac river 
from the capital. 

It was the second consecutive 
Sunday that Truman had partici- 
pated in such a ceremony, empha- 
sizing the same theme—religion 
is a vital base in the free world’s 

fight against the menace of God- 

less Communism. 


Stand Against Bigotry Urged. 


The previous Sunday, he dedi- 
cated the new temple of the 
Washington Hebrew Congrega- 
tion, where he stressed the im- 
portance of religion in American 
life and called for Jews, Protes- 
tants and Catholics to stand to- 


Asked whether he believ 
NATO should take a direct role! 
in the Indochinese war, Pleven| 
said: 

“France wants the policy and | 
strategy of the Far East discussed 
within the Atlantic alliance as a 
mutual problem for all the mem- 
ber countries. And decisions, when 
made, should be carried out on 
the basis of fair sharing of bur- 
dens.” 

The magazine interpreted 
Pleven’s statements to mean: (1) 
That France cannot commit itself 
to future policy in Indochina, and 
(2) that its government is pre- 
pared to extend the conscription 
period. 

Pleven reviewed the cost of 
the Indochina war to France — 
about $1,250,000,000, almost a 
third of the defense budget — 


g|gether against periodic outbreaks 
of bigotry which plague not only 
the United States but the world. 
Yesterday the President said, 
“There are some who foolishly 
say that religion is dead or dying 
in this country.

“Our churches must not be- 
come,” he said, “a place to hide 
from the facts of the world about 
us, nor a mere badge of social 
respectability. .Too often our 
churches have been blind to their 
most important function, which is 
to bring about the application of 
religious functions in our daily 
lives and in our work. 

In foreign, as well as domestic 
affairs, Truman said, “the church- 
es shouuld hold up. the standard 
and point the way.”

lem, read Martin Bunn’s article, “What to Do for a Sick 

Friend,” in the November American Magazine. It’s about 
the suffering and damage your visits to them inflict on serious- 
ly ill people. It is a guide of effective dp’s and don’ts for 
helping the sick get well faster. 

Bunn quotes a number of doctors and-nurses, named 
and unnamed, For instance, Dr. W. M. Ballinger of Washing- 
ton, D.C., said, “Visitors disturb the patient’s rest, interrupt 
his carefully planned routine, interfere with his medication 
and often his feedings, and tire him to the point of hindering 
his recovery. We should start immediately by educating our 
. patients and the public that visitors have no place in the 
hospital sick room. Hospitals should pass new rules drastically 
curbing visitors. One or two of the patient’s immediate family 
or intimate friends should be allowed visiting privileges, but 

only one or two.” 
* 

THE DON’TS SUGGESTED include the following: “Don't 
bring along children or pets. Don’t swamp the patient with 
books—hospitals have library wagons. Don’t talk in leud 

' tones or stay too long—15 minutes is enough—or bring large 
amounts of food or liquor. Don’t visit in large groups, talk 
‘ about your operation, or tell raucous jokes.” 

“Sunday is the worst day for patients enduring visitors. 
But even on weekdays, about 2,000,000 patients in hcspitals 
and in homes all over the country are being called on by 
friends, relatives and dutiful members of sick committees 
from lodges and churches. Tonight at jeast 50 per cent of 
those patients will be suffering from various degrees of acute 
visititis, the symptoms of which are exhaustion, high tempera- 
ture, nervousness, irritability and insomnia. The recovery 
of many a patient will be seriously retarded.” 

* 

“VISITORS ARE MORE damaging to patients now because 

of changes in medical care. In the old days, patients stayed 
~ Jonger in hospitals. As they convalesced, they often were well 
* enough to enjoy and gain strength from nearly all who came. 
- For such patients, haphazard visiting, ayen by casual acquaint- 
ances, was the thing to do. 

“Today, however, our hospitals are letedied, nurses are 

” gearce, new techniques reduce the necessity for extended hos- 
“ pital care, and patients usually are sent home before they are 
: well enough to hold open house. In 1936, the average length 
- of stay was 13 days. Today it is eight days. If a patient is in 
‘2 hospital now, he’s usually pretty sick. Even when he gets 
* home he probably needs protection for a few days.”

* often come in coughing and sneezing, obviously suffering from

How It Started

“You Can’t Put the Same Shoe 
on Every Foot.” 

OR the correspondent who 

must speak on a program in 

the category of shoes, we take 
pleasure in giving the history of 
the old saying, “you can’t put the 
same shoe on every foot.” 

Montaigne, the French philoso- 
pher writing in the Sixteenth 
Century, said in one of his essays. 
“Fo each foot its own shoe.” 
However, neither he nor any of 
the English writers who made 
grist of this metaphor was its 
author. They borrowed it from 
the writers of classical antiquity. 

Publilius Syrus, the Latin epi- 
grammatist writing in the first 
century, B.C., included in his 
compilations, “You cannot put the 
same shoe on-every foot.” The 
beloved poet, Horace, was a very 
young man when Publilius was 
at the height of his success, But 
a poet’s lines linger, and it may 
very well be that the latter’s 
usag® did more to perpetuate this 
saying in modern tongues than 
the man who may be its author. 
The following lines are from the 
“Epistles” of Horace: 

For still when all is said, the 
rule stands fast 

That each man’s shoe be made on 
his own last. 

The words made their way into 
proverb literature in English by 
way of George Herbert, the well- 
known collector of foreign pro- 


_ verbs, appearing in the second 


edition of his anthology, pub- 
lished in 1651 under the Latin 
name of “Jacula Prudentum.”

Ignored for a time, with 
others going about their business as usual, such a child will 
come around, perhaps not directly, but in such a way as to 
indicate he feels differently. Accept that and start over again.

do is to let him alone for a while. But, if what he refuses to |

PRIME MINISTER NEHRU, 
in making his U.N. appeal on 
this issue in the lower house 
of the Indian Parliament, was 
cheered by members of all 
classes including the Com- 
munists. The Prime Minister 
realizes, of course, that this is: 
only a step toward ultimate 
peace. But if his suggestion 
can win acceptance, he feels 
that is a contribution to a 
peaceful solution. 

His appeal is addressed to 
the Soviets as well as to the 
U.N. Should the U.N. accept 
and the Soviets not accept, it 
would ‘place the blame for con- 
tinuance of the war squarely 
on the Soviet’s shoulders. An 
armistice has to take place be- 
fore any real peace can come 
in Korea. If the Soviets do 
not agree to this step, one can 
be quite sure that war is what 
they prefer. They do not 
mind the continuation of fight- 
ing, particularly since their 
own men are not dying. They 
say they sympathize with the 
losses of Communist China, but
